Tho report of Dr. W. W. Pearse, Acting : 
Medical Oficor of Health, for 1903 is publinhed : 
in the Guzette. We muke’ the following ; 
extracts: | 

The geographical situntion of the Colony ; 
just within the northern tropic (N. 22 deg. Simin.) 
and its relation to tho mainland of the southern 
part of the Chinese Empire, the annual cycle of 
meteorological phenomena, the configuration of - 
the island of Hongkong and its geological forma- 
tion, all combine to produco a stute of things 
which, sammed up under the worl Climate, 
must have directly « great, though porhaps a 
not easily perceptible, offect on the health of 
the inhabitants. 

Although Hongkong is an island, yet its 
proximity to :the mainland modifies the solor 
climate considerably. The rango of tempera- 
ture thronghout the -year ‘is consideratlo. 
yot itis not so great ns is fonnd to bo the case 
in places not very far inlond in tho Kwang- 
tung Province. Tho effect of the ocean is 
seen in that the highest monthly mean was only 
82. F, while the effect of the proximity of the 
mainland of Sonth China is folt in the cumparn- 
tively low temperatures in the first two montis 
of the year, when the mean temperatures wero. 
583 und 59-f respectively. Tho highest rise of 
the thermometer therefore in the hot season ix 
small when compared with that which oceurs in 
Calcutta, which isin ahont the sume latitude, 
and the cool bright days of the cold season are, 
considering the low latitnde of the Colony, a 
wonterful advantage from it climatic point of 
view. : : 
There is no doubt. however, that the condition 
of the atmosphere in the City of Victoria is dur- 
ing the summer months very depressing. This 
is dus toa great extent tothe high percentage 
of moisture in the air at the sume time when the 
temporature is high, But there are, in my opi- 
nion, other factors to b3 cousidere, The posi- 
tion of the City of Victoria on the northorm sido. 
of the Island and at the foot of high hills euts 
it off to a great extent from the influence of the 
prevailing winds of the hot season, and moreover 
the crowding together of the houses owing to 
the steopness of the site of the City and the lack 
of room for expansion, the resulting marrow 
streets, high buildings, and the heavy verandahs 
to the houses, all tend to produce a condition of 
stagnation in the atmosphere of the City during 
the time when free ventilation is most desirable. 

The configuration of the ground upon which 
the City of Victoria is built is undoubtedly a 
great factor in the sanitary condition of the 
Colony. The steopuoss of the hills has rendered 
it necessary to cut deeply into the hillrides when 
preparing sites for houses, with the result, that 
in the City dark ond unhealthy basements 
abound. In some cases two floors are completely 
below tho level of the ground on one side. ie 

The nature of the rock ‘or soil on which the | 
City is built is also unfavourable. This geo- 
logical formation. of disintegrated granite or 
laterite has long been considered unhealthy. 
In former years, before the discoveryZof the 
relation of the mosquito to mulurial fever, the 
laterite of Hongkong was considered to. be 
dssentially a malaria-produeing soil. But apart 
from this it is eaay to see how this soil may play 
its parts as a.factor in the sanitary condition of 
the Colony. . This gravelly soi} must: contain a 
great quantity of water. This can be seen to 
be. a, fuct inasmuch a8 there ave springs or 
sources of water in the City which even duriog 
the longest dronghts do not dry up As & 
consequence tho soil below the ground floor of 
houses and frequently the hasemonts of houses 
thomselves are more or leas damp. 

Theso matters have of courso long been 
recognised and legislated for, but in actual 
practice I think that there is much to be desirett. 
There appears to be great difficulty in obtaining, 
for example, lime concrete of 1 good enough 
quality to render a ground floor ary and 
impervious, and I am of the opinion that, 
wherever it is desired to lay down a ground 
surface which is ta ba impervious, good cement 
concrete should be insisted: on in lien of tha 
lime concrete at present accepted ax sufficient 
by the law. , we 

‘(Here follow xome remarks, with tables, con- 
ceruing the counection between the state of 
the weather and the seasonal recurrence of 
plugue. Unfortunately it is impossible to 
reproduce them in brief.) 

WAINFALL AND WATER SUPPLY. 

The annual scarcity of water is a matter of 
the greatest hygienic importance, inasmuch as 
the people are frequently driven to obtain ‘water 
from most undesirable sources. Were ‘the 
system of water sorvieo dosigned ab tnitio for 
an intermittent supply-cureful supervision could 
eliminate many dangers, but unfortunately we 
have in Hongkong that nost dangerous com- 
bination—a system desizned for constant service

months of each year. [have lefors, in a report 
on. cholera at the Tung Wah Hospital 11902, 
pointed ont the dangers of the bull valves in the 
strest hydrants, and how they may be the mmeans 
of entrance of xpacific infective material, and 
should unfortunately u water-borne disease, eg. 
cholora, break’ out in the City during our time 
of intermittent supply there would be many 
chances of the discus» assuming ‘epidemic 
proportions. : ‘ 
GENERAL SANITARY CONDITION OF THE CITY. 

Although comparatively fow buildings havo 
as yet been,orected unier the provisions of the 
Pablie Health and Buildings Ordinances, yet. 
such buildings as have been put up show a 
marked improvemont in the niatter of open 
spaces abont them when compared with old 
buildings, Whon i new building is orceted on 
tho site of on old building in a row of houses the 
shape of the oll site” dovg not afford sufficient 
opportunity to build a honse of qnite anew type. 
What is required'in Hongkong is a new type of 
Chinese house, and. this will surely not be ob- 
tained anless houses can be re-built in blocks so 
that the frontage of houses and consequently 
the available window areca may be much wider 
for the depth of the houses than at present. 

In Hongkong little of no attention has been 
paid io tho necessity of adapting houses to thé 
requirements of the commmuity, and therefore 
the working classes have had te adapt them- 
selves to existing honses, This has resulted in 


the present insanitary condition of the houses 


of the working classes of Chinoxe. 

‘In Great Britain mach has been dono latterly 
to provide. houses for the working classes: 
alfording the tenants the necessary privacy and 
independence aud at the svne time adequate 
lighting, ventilation, and other sanitary require: 
ments, It should not he difflenlt to model some 
scheme to effect this.in Hongkong taking into 
consideration theloca! coutitions and adapting 
the scheme to the place. This I fear cannot be 
effected merely hy the re-Wnilding of honses one 
by one on their old sites, but only by concerted 
action. ; 

During the year special attention hay heen 
paid to the enforcement of the domestic cleanli- 
ness byedlawk, The standard of thoroughness 
for the sixanonthly limewashing of: tenement 
honses has beon considerably raisod, though not 
without much difficulty and opposition at first. 

GENERAL CLEANBING OF THE CITY. 

On November 1Wth thers was begun a general 
eloansing of the buildings thronghout the City 
of Victoria und Kowloon. The schema was as 
follows :~ The Sanitary Inspectors of the 
Plague Staff were to hava sarved on each 
separately let floor a notice requiring the 
tenuuts to cleanse the floor on the third day 
from the date of sorvice. Failure to comply 
with the notice would result in the floor being 
elennsed hy the cvolies: employed by the Beard. 
On the morning of the day montioned . for 
compliance. with the notice the Sanitary Lis- 


‘| pector asaisted. by a Foreman would visit the 
houses to be cleansed on that day, and would |~ 


supervise the work. Saft svap ready dissolved 
in hot water would -b2 issu] to the poople free 
of cost. Any -floors found clean’ wonld be 
oxompted from further washing, Empty floors 
found, dirty would be vleansed by coolies under 
the direction of the Sanitary Inspector. Tho 
schome proved very successful. With surpris- 


ing willingnoss the people ret to and cleanxed. 


their ‘houses, with the result. that up to the end 
of the year 18,983. floors were cleansed-and up 
to the date of the lust weekly raturn (January 
23rd, 1904), 28,784 floors. Thut such u general 
cleansing is really required is shown by the great 
quuntity of domestic rubbish dvily carted away 
from the liouses bwing cleunsed. It has been 
estimated that ubout 3). tons of. rubbish has 
beon romoved daily in this way sincs the clean, 
sing begun. : 
OPEN SPACES. 

A small resumption of built over land has 
been made in No. 6 Health District by which 
Lower Lascar Row has been continued to U 
Hing Lane.
